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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 51, 52, 54, 55, 57, 58 and 60-75 are pending in this application. 

Action Summary 

1 . Examiner acknowledges the cancellation of claims 53, 56 and 59. Therefore, 
any and all rejections directed towards them is hereby withdrawn. 

2. The rejection of claims 51 , 52, 54, 55, 57, 58, 61 , 63, 66 and 67 under 35 U.S.C. 
102(b) as being anticipated by Raymond is hereby withdrawn. 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not teach, 
disclose nor make obvious and article of manufacture consisting essentially of a 
packaging material and a composition contained within said package. The composition 
is microencapsulated iron granules in combination with an excipient wherein the 
excipient is an edible oil in hydrogenated form. The prior art of record discloses 
microencapsulated iron granules, however it is not taught mixed with an excipient 
comprising hydrogenated edible oil.
